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1. The Office of the Surgeon General, War Department, Washington, has information 
throwing additional light on the data reported in SG-5123* CIG 76803, distributed 
19 May 1947. His Office has therefore furnished the following comments, which are

The remainder of the paragraph is approximately 
correct, 

e . Paragraph 5. Correct. 

f. Paragraph 6. Correct. It should be added, however, that the 
incapacitated workers receive 25 $ to 75$ not of their usual wages 
but of the average wages they earned within the 3 months just 
prior to becoming incapacitated. The distinction is important 

in view of the piece-work remuneration prevalent in industry and 
agric ulture. 


Paragraph 7. While it is true that all medical supplies are free 
of charge, it should be noted that, because of the scarcity of 
such supplies, only a selected group of workers have priorities 
to obtain them. The priority holders are, first, winners in 
labor competition, i.e., those who have produced the greatest 
amount of goods per time unit, and second, members of trade unions.
